pear with moit. The grand 
Airs of an Author who is, of 
who believes he is in Pof- 
feflion of general Appro- 
don, are more than fufficient to make a calm and 
mpartial Reader laugh: In a Word, his Vanity 
undermines his Merit, and his Self-fufficiency totally 
clipfes the Luftre of his Abilitics. Yer, tho’ no- 
hing is more common than this, except it be the 
erection of it, Men ftill go on in the fame Channel, 
nd tnere is né manner of Difference between the 
Difpures of the Ancients or the Moderns, whether 
rney refpect religious, civil, or literary Matters: 
ruth, Z-al, and a Spirit of Inquiry, are pretended 
o bs all ; Pride, Heat, anda Propenfity to Wrang- 
Jing, are difcernable in all. The candid Reader is 
mated at the Difcovery, and pities the Wesknefs of 
uman Nature, which never appears more than when 
ic fecks to exalt icfelf, when Reafon would be thought 
odire& all Things, while, on a nicer Infpeion, it 
may b: found, that Reafon herfelf is dire€ted by 
fome favourite Pafon. How mortifying this Doc- 
trinc, and yet how eafily may it be fupported by in- 
numerable and inconteftible Proofs! 

In the Church Difputes b-gan, and with them 

rfonal Animofities, even while our Lord was on 
Basti, After his Afcenfion, the great Apoftle of the 
Gentiles wrote with great Vehemence againft fuch as 
oppofed him, and even boafted with having withftcod 
Peter tohis Face. Him St. Fames cenfures for having 
been fometimes obfcure, whereby great Mifchiefs betel 
the Church. In Procefs of Time, great Controverfies, 
and in Confequence of obftinatcly adhering to them, 
many Sects arofe ; and, at laft, great Churches fell 
out, and excommunicated each other about Opinions 
and Prattices of little Importance, at leaft in Com- 
parifon of the Peace of the Church. 

We need not wonder that the Learned in all 
Sciences have written after this Copy, and have been 
more folicitous to acquire Fame, and to eftablith their 
own Opioions, than ro find out what ought to have 
been generally received. ‘Tinus in Afromomy, the 
Athenians held it Atheifm when the famous Tutor of 
Pericles explain’d rationally the Do@trine of Eclipfes. 
In fucceeding Times, this Syftem of Copernicus was 
in Danger of being exploded as a Hercty, merely on 


p Account of its being apparently conformable to 


Reafon. So the Senciments of Ticho Brabe, one of 
the moft penetrating and induftrious Men who in any 
Age applied himfelf to this Study, were fo grofly 
mifreprefented by his Enemies to the then reigning 
King of Denmark, that he was conftrained to leave 
his native Country, and to interrupt thofe Labours 
in which he engaged from no felfith Principle, but 
for the common Benefit of Mankind. 

Amone the Phyficians, what Faétions have we 
feen ? What implacable Malice ? What unreafonable 
Virulence have we difcerned in all thefe Faétions 2 
With what Contempt did the Chymifts heretofore 
treat the Galenifts ? How did they undervalue their 
Learning, Reafoning, and their Praétice ? On the 
other Hand, how reproachfully did thefe Galenifts ule 
the Philofophers by Fire ? How often did they Rig- 
matize them with the opprobious Names of Tortwres 
of Nature, Pretenders to Secrets, and W orfbippers of 
the Furnace? What Uproar was there once through- 
Out all Exrope, but in France efpecially, about rhe 
true Nature of Antimony, and whether ir ought to be 
confider'd asa Medicine or a Poifon? To what Ex-

on whofe Opinion I ought to fet a Value. Quire the 
Reverfe, they muft prejudice every Man of Candor 
and Ingenuity in my Fovelat - for he will naturally 
fav this Freeman never calls any Man Roewe or Raf- 
cal; confequently thofe who call him fo, do it wirh- 
out Provocation, and it is to be prefumed without 
Reafon ; otherwife they would have been contented 
with proving him fo. and have left fuch harth Epi- 
thers to be beftowed by the ill-bred Part of their 
Readers. But if thefe unmericed Reproaches give 
me no Difquict, I do not pretend to be as infenfible 
with refpect to the kind Notices I receive from my 
Friends, I very freely acknowlegde they give mo 
much Pleafure, at the fame Time that they direé 
me in the Courfe of my Writings.
